The  Infirmary  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  inclusion  on 
its  Board  of  Mr.  Dyas,  M.C.,  B.A.,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  D.R.R.E., 
M.R.C.S.,  L.B.C.P.,  as  Honorary  Blectrologist  and  Radiologist, 
and  of  Dr.  Dyke,  D.M.  (Oxon),  as  Honorary  Pathologist;  also 
of  the  inclusion  of  the  name  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Harper,  Governor  of 
Wol\  erhampton  Hospital,  amongst  its  list  of  Vice-Presidents. 

Owing  to  a  generous  promised  anonymous  gift  of  £25 
as  a  Subscription  to  the  Wolverhampton  Hospital,  it  has 
been  possible  to  arrange  that  any  contributors  to  the  Weekly 
Scheme  can,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Infirmary  Medical 
Staff,  be  sent  free  to  the  Wolverhampton  Hospital  for  treat¬ 
ment.  1  his  arrangement  is  for  two  years. 
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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMITTEE  (Continued). 

Arrangements  have,  also,  been  come  to  whereby  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Hospital  can  send  to  the  Bridgnorth  Infirmary,  at  a 
cost  of  54/-  per  week,  a  certain  number  of  their  patients,  pro¬ 
vided  room  is  available,  and  the  sanction  of  the  ^Infirmary 
Medical  Staff  is  obtained.  This  arrangement  is  a  help  to  the 
Wolverhampton  Hospital,  which  is  always  full,  and  a  help  to 
the  Bridgnorth  Infirmary  in  the  reduction  of  overhead  charges 

A  very  successful  Fete  was  held  on  the  23rd  June,  1927, 
in  the  grounds  of  Apley  Park,  which  resulted  in  the  very 
substantial  sum  of  £1,340  being  handed  over  to  the  funds  of 
the  Infirmary. 

The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  their  grateful  thanks 
to  the  band  of  willing  workers  and  supporters  who  assisted  in 
bringing  about  such  a  great  achievement. 

The  Committee  cannot  pass  over  the  Apley  Fete  without 
referring  to  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  Hon.  Sec.  to  the 
Fete  Committee  (Mr.  T.  C.  Roper)  who  was  responsible  for  the 
general  organization,  and  it  was  largely  due  to  his  untiring 
efforts  that  such  a  success  was  attained. 

By  the  raising  of  such  a  sum  the  Committee  of  the  Infirmary 
were  enabled  to  proceed  with  the  necessary  alterations. 

The  'Committee  wish  to  thank  the  three  separate  Com¬ 
mittees  of  the  three  dances  given  at  Worfield  for  their  kindness 
in  arranging  them,  more  especially  do  they  thank  all  those  who 
so  kindly  supplied  the  suppers  and  wines  for  the  dances.  The 
dances  resulted  in  a  sum  of  £160  17s.  3d.,  which  was  a  great 
help  in  reducing  the  deficit. 

During  the  latter  period  of  1927  it  was  decided  by  the 
General  Committee  to  commence  a  Weekly  Contributory  Scheme 
for  the  Infirmary.  Under  certain  conditions  all  those  contribut¬ 
ing  Id  minimum  per  week  are  entitled  under  medical  recom¬ 
mendation  to  free  treatment  at  the  Infirmary  without  Tickets.

Local  Committees  have  been  formed  for  the  Country 
Districts,  which  have  worked  assiduously  to  make  this  Scheme 
a  success.  For  the  information  of  all  concerned,  a  list  of  the 
various  Local  Secretaries,  showing  the  Districts  for  which  they 
act,  is  given  below.  So  far  as  can  be  seen  at  present,  the 
Scheme  has  every  prospect  of  being  successful,  but,  naturally, 
it  must  he  tried  over  a  considerable  period  before  the  full  result 
can  be  secured.

HOSPITAL  SATURDAY.— The  Street  Collection  was  not 
quite  so  good  as  1926,  and  there  was  a  great  drop  in  the  Collections 
made  in  Country  Districts.  The  total  for  Hospital  Saturday 
Fund  was  £108  Is.  5d.,  instead  of  £123  15s.  7d.  in  1926.

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REPORT  OF  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  FOR  1927. 


During  the  past  year  your  Committee  have  added  four 
bedrooms  on  the  North-West  side  of  the  Hospital,  which  they 
fully  believe  will  enable  them  to  provide  proper  accommodation 
for  the  Nurses  and  the  Staff,  which  was  so  much  needed  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  hoped  they  will  be  ready  for 
accommodation  shortly. 

They  have  also  contracted  for  a  New  Private  Ward  and 
X-ray  Room.  A  New  Operating  Theatre,  Dispensary  with  a 
Sterilising  Room  and  Anaesthetic  Room  on  the  North-East  side 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  present  Theatre  will  be  used  as  the  Maternity  Ward. 

This  work  is  being  carried  cut  by  Messrs.  E.  Lay  &  Sons 
at  a  cost  of  £1,907. 

The  Committee  have  also  contracted  for  an  entirelv  New 

u 

Heating  System  throughout  the  Building,  and  enlarged  and 
reorganised  the  Hot  Water  Supplies,  which  were  quite  inadequate 
at  a  cost  of  £565. 

This  work  has  been  entrusted  to  Messrs.  Hope,  Bros.,  of 
Birmingham.  The  Committee  have  had  the  advice  of  Mr. 

\ .  A.  Lawson,  of  Cirencester,  President  of  the  Architectural 
Association,  to  whom  they  are  much  indebted. 

They  feel  that  when  the  alterations  have  been  completed 
the  Hospital  will  be  thoroughly  up-to-date  and  fully-equipped  to 
meet  the  various  needs  of  the  district,  and  carry  on  the  splendid 
work  it  has  done  in  the  past.
